Kristin Omdahl appears to have been 
crocheting and knitting forever But it 
was only eight years ago chat Kristin 
first picked up a hook and needles 
while she was pregnant and living in 
Israel. ""I was determ ined to teach 
myself to crochet b^by booties for 
my baby" said Kristin, now known 
for her stunning motifs and dramatic 
shawl designs. ''Within a month of 
learning crodiet, I taught myself how 
to knit as well. I made dozens of baby 
layettes and bfankets whife waiting 
for my son to be born!'" 

This was no small undertaking. 
Kristin, who lived in the Middle East 
during a tumultuous period, had to 
teach herself Hebrew to find yarn 
stores and had difficulty locating 
any patterns. It was her ingenuity 
that led to her prolific design career. 
As Kristin switched from making 
baby layette & to scarves and shav^ls 
for friends overseas, she had to 
drearn up her own patterns "out of 
necessity" and started writing them 
down. Design work also enabled her 
to tap into her lifelong love of math 
and geometry, which assisted with 
shaping and sizing. 

Ir> 2005, after divorcing and re- 
turning to the Unit^^d States, Kristin 
turned to pattern writing and design 
as a way to support herself and her 
22 month old son. ■'''I had a dream 



of carving out a 
small business 
with my knit- 
ting and crochet 
design work so I 
could stay home 
with my son and 
make a living for 
us," she said, 'ht 
was a slow road."" But tfie first two 
designs she sent to a pattern company 
and magazine were picked up. and 
six years later, Kristin designs full time 
from her southwest Florida home. 

Her latest crochet book. Crochet 
So Fine* was in$pired by the beautiful 
scenery around her home. Orchids^ 
seashetls, waves, and palm trees influ- 
ence her designs, and these natural 
elements are visible in her flowing, 
organic style. "I like to knit crochet, 
and write at the beach. In my garden, 
or at outdoor cafes/' she said. ''1 love 
to be outside. The trees, water and 
sunshin^i energize me."

Expert Linda Permann unravels mystaies 
behind starching lace and crocheting beads. 



Q How can 1 stiffen 

^ crocheted lace? Will 
* different methods give 
me different levels of hardening? 

You are correct — each 
p method of stiffening 
» or starching crocheted 
lace gives a slightly different result. 
Some stiffeners are light and perfect 
for setting a doily's shape^ while 
others transform your crochet into a 
rock-hard sculpturaf piece. 

My favorite washable method 
for dimensional items is sugar 
starch. To make the starch, 
combine 2 parts sugar to 1 part 
water and bring rtto a boil. Let 
the mi5(ture cool and $oak the 
item in it, then put the item on a 
surface that is wrapped in plastic 
wrap (to make clean up easier). 
Allow the psoco to dry for several 
days, and don't touch it. If you 
mess up on your first try, soak 
the piece in hot water Eo dissolve 
the solution and try again. Many 
people wonder about ants going 
after the sugar in the solution, 
but Tve never had a problem. 

White glue works well to stiffen 
smaller items like crochet snow- 
flakes, holiday ornaments^ and 
pieces that won't need to bo 
washed. Saturate your project m 
a mixture of equal parts glue and 
water, gently pat or squeeze out 
the excess,, and shape the item as 
desired. Glue creates a permanent 
finish, so be sure to try it out on a 
swatch first. Play with the amounts 
of water and glue to achieve dif- 
ferent levels of hardening. To add 
glitter, sprinkle it over the damp 



items after you've s-haped them. 

For shaping delicate doilies and 
table runners, use commercial 
spray starch or liquid starch, fol- 
lowir^g the package instructions. 

As with gJue^ you can dilute liquid 
starch to reduce stiffness. Starch 
washes out, so it's a good, method 
for w^ishable items, 

a I've seen lots of shawls 
, with beaded edges. 
m How can I add beads 
to my crocheted shawls? 

The easiest way to add 
, beads to your work is to 
* thread them onto your 
yarn beforo you begin. It's helpful to 
folio w a pattern or plot out where your 
beads will fall so that you know how 
many beads to thread— depending on 
the pnoject, you may need to thread 
hundreds of beads into your skein. 

To create a beaded edge^ fasten 
off the project and thread beads 
onto the edging skein, so you doriT 
have to keep sliding the beads 
out of the way. Use a flexible^ 
Sarge-eyed beading needle to coax 
beads onto the yarn. !f your yarn is 
too thick for the holes in the beads^ 
thread them onto a separate strand 
of sturdy &evving thread and 
carry the beaded strand together 
with the yarn a:& you crochet. 

Slide each beiaiJ up eo tfie shtch 
before making the last yarn over, 
and let the be^id fall to the b^ick 
as you pull the bop through to 
complete the $titch. Work hisaded 
rows when the wrong side of the 
project is facing you, so the beads 
end up on the front of the work.

A Lesson in 

Embrace the delicate stitches of crochet 
lace with our biggest fear busters.

■ aking crochet lace is 

M as easy as Icarnincj 
a new sttch pattern. 
Many of you have 
already made lace using heavier 
weights of yarn (thir>k sport, DK, or 
worsted weight) as edgings on gar- 
ments and blankets. However, Some 
crocheters shy away from making 
crocheted iace^thoy think it is too 
difficult or that it takes years to learn 
how to Follow lace patterns. I'd like 
to tackle the two most common fears 
riiat may be holding you back, 

FEAR #1; TINY HOOKS 

Usually, yarn weights dictate your 
hook size. For example, the most 
common sizes for worsted-weight 




^ crochet Wd^l 



yarns are G, H, and I, So with lace- 
weight yarns, we immediately re- 
member our grandnnothers with their 
tiny, size 6 hooks and think, "No way, 
I can't work with a hook that srnafl!" 

Well, what if I told you that you 
can use a size G hook with lace- 
weight thread? It just takes a bit 
of practice to become comfortable 
with a finer weight of yarn and a 
larger than normal hook. After 
you get used to it, you'll find that 
three things happen: 

O It's a lot easier to maintain 
your tension. Start with s small 
iace sample with two or three 
repeats along the row. Practice 
that sample until you get the 
right tension. 

O The right drape just 
happens. Using a larger hook 
ac tually creates a soft drape. 

Your [ace should bo like a 
feather falling; slow and 
graceful. Crochet stitches by 
" nature 3re quite dense, but a 
larger hook opens the stitches 
by putting "air" into them, mak- 
ing them softer and lighter. The 
result is a feather-flke fabric. 

Your fabric has the larger 
holes inherent to lace. What 
makes Jace designs pop isn't 
always the stitch pattern, but 
rather the holes that surround 
the stitches. A larger hook wilt 
make those holes look more 
dramatic, whidi sets off the 
details even more. 



Tho most irnportant thing to 
remember when creating lace — 
keep your work loosel 

FEAR #2: PUZZLING CHARTS 

Another reason crocheters don't 
want to try lace is that many of 
the prettiest patterns use charts. 
Even some veteran crocheters have 
never learned how to read charts, 
but the time you'll spend learn- 
ing is worthwhile because crochet 
symbols are universal. You'll soon 
be able to work charted patterns 
created by designers in Japan and 
Europe, even if you don't know 
their languages. 

Key poirUs; 

• Every chart has a legend that ex- 
plains what each symbol means. 

The sample lace chart uses Chain, 
Single, and Double Crochet stitches. 

• The row numbers are on either 
side of the chart, Those tell you 
which row is being worked. Each 
number is next to tho turning chain 
for that row, so they also tell you 
wfiidi direction to read the row. 

• Charts are always read from 
the bottom up. (Just like you work 
the fabric.) Start with 1 in the lower 
right-hand corner and read across 
to the left. Row 2 starts 

on the left and reads toward the 
right side of the chart, and so on. 

Sirnple, isn't it? Using the ideas 
and information above, your lace 
crochet projects will take on new life. 
Enjoy learning to crochet iace! O 
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by pyttTngi '"apr" into them 
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Each symbol represents one 

stitch on the chart below.

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* Do net pdl the yarn when completing 
a stitch. This makes your stitches too tight, 
which means that you will not be able to in- 
sert your hook into the stitch when working 
the next row. 



• Keep the starting chain loose. If necessary, 
use a larger hook to create the foundation 
chain. Using a foundation ca$t-on can also 
help with this.

• If you tend to crochet loosely^ make sure 
not to crochet too loosely. You may want to 
go down to an F hook, rather than starting 
with a G hook. Very loose stitches can create 
unsightly loops in the fabric. 

Bec^use lace work is so loose, your finished 
project may look unfinished and a bit rum- 
pled. This is absolutely normaL To fix this, 
make sure you pin out the project and steam 
block it. You will be ama;ed at the difference!
